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MANAGER'S  REPORT 


1969  was  a  very  difficult  year,  because  of  extremely  bad  winter 
weather  conditions  early  in  1969,  followed  later  by  very  serious  flood- 
ing conditions.  This  situation  required  expenditure  of  additional  funds, 
and  had  it  not  been  for  additional  revenues  received  in  our  Police 
Department,  we  would  have  been  in  a  very  difficult  situation.  As  it 
turns  out  we  were  again  able  for  the  ninth  consecutive  year  to  oper- 
ate within  budgetary  limitations. 

Our  sewer  project  plans  have  been  completed  and  we  are  now 
asking  for  authority  to  sell  an  additional  $915,000  in  bonds  at  Town 
Meeting  this  year.  This  is  necessitated  by  new  State  law  and  federal 
procedures,  requiring  communities  to  pre-finance  the  majority  of  such 
projects.  This  matter  will  be  thoroughly  explained  in  public  hearings 
and  Town  Meeting. 

The  small  watershed  project  has  been  submitted  to  Congress  for 
approval.  When  this  is  done,  work  will  start. 

The  new  cell  block,  authorized  for  construction,  has  been  complet- 
ed, and  it  is  an  extremely  outstanding  facility.  Likewise  we  have  com- 
pleted the  addition  to  the  Fire  Station,  also  authorized  by  the  voters 
last  year. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportimity  to  comment  upon  the  work 
of  the  present  and  previous  Budget  Committees,  before  whom  I  have 
appeared.  Work  on  these  Committees  usually  receives  no  praise,  but 
on  the  contrary  often  very  serious  criticism.  I  have  found  the  Com- 
mittees before  whom  I  have  appeared  to  be  very  understanding  and 
diligent  in  their  efforts  to  try  to  see  that  the  Town  is  provided  with 
an  adequate  budget,  which  will  enable  required  services  to  be  per- 
formed. I  think  they  have  done  this,  and  I  personally  want  to  say 
thanks  to  the  present  and  previous  members  of  the  Budget  Committees 
for  a  job  well  done. 

Last,  but  not  least,  I  want  to  thank  the  voters  of  the  Town  and 
the  Selectmen  for  the  support  which  they  have  given  me  in  the  pre- 
vious year.  I  think  Newport  has  continued  to  progress,  and  I  look 
forward  to  further  growth  as  time  goes  on.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Newport,  qualified  to  vote  on 
Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  and  warned  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Town  of  Newport  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next  at 
nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

ARTICLE  1.  To  elect  a  Selectman  for  a  term  of  three  years, 
for  three  years  and  all  other  officers,  Auditors,  Agents  and  Committees 
necessary  for  the  Town  Business. 

ARTICLE    2.  To  elect  a  member  of  the  Trust  Fund  Commission. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect  a  Trustee 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Richard's  Free  Library  for  a  term  of 
three  years. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  provide  that  the 
vote  under  the  following  Article  of  this  Warrant  shall  be  taken  by 
ballot  as  provided  in  Chapter  59  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated 
between  the  hours  of  9:30  A.M.  and  7:00  P.M.  on  this  10th  day  of 
March,  1970. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  an  additional 
sum  of  $915,000  for  the  expansion  and  improvement  of  the  sewerage 
system,  including  lateral  and  intercepting  sewers,  sewerage  pumping 
stations  and  sewerage  disposal  facilities,  all  as  authorized  by  vote  of 
the  Town  under  Article  10-C  of  the  March  14,  1967  Annual  Meeting; 
said  sum  to  be  in  addition  to  the  amounts  previously  authorized  on 
March  14,  1967  and  March  11,  1969,  and  to  raise  said  additional  sum 
by  the  issuance  by  the  Town  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  of  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  at  one  time  or  from  time 
to  time  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal 
Finance  Act,  said  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  said  Board  to  de- 
termine the  date,  maturities,  time,  place  of  payment,  rate  of  interest 
and  other  terms  and  conditions  of  any  such  bonds  or  notes;  such 
issue  or  issues  of  bonds  may  be  consolidated  with  the  bonds  for  the 
same  purpose  authorized  under  said  Article  10-C  and  Article  9-A  of 
the  Annual  Town  Meetings  of  1967  and  1969  respectively. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  employ  Auditors  to  inspect  and  audit  the  books  of  the 
Town  and  its  departments  for  the  ensuing  year  and  to  pass  any  vote 
in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Selectmen,  Town  Treasurer, 
Auditors  and  Committees  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  in 
relation  thereto.

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  money  on  the  notes  of  the 
Town  in  anticipation  of  taxes  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  what  discount  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow 
on  1970  taxes  if  paid  within  ten  days  of  the  posting  of  the  Tax  Invoice. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the 
Town  through  Tax  Collector's  deeds  or  in  any  other  manner. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  and  adopt 
the  recommendations  of  the  Budget  Committee,  raise  and  appropriate 
the  various  sums  contained  in  the  report  and  listed  in  the  Budget 
which  includes  the  following  recommended  special  appropriation: 

(a)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $24,000.00  as  one-half  the  cost  of  reconstructing  Bridge  No. 
103/36  in  North  Newport,  this  appropriation  to  be  contingent  on  a 
like  sum  to  be  provided  by  the  Highway  Department  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire. 

ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  wishes  to  exclude  from  the 
plan  service  in  any  class  or  classes  of  positions  of  election  officials 
or  election  workers  for  a  calendar  quarter  in  which  the  remunera- 
tion paid  for  such  service  is  less  than  $50.00. 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect  the  nine  (9) 
members  at  large  of  the  Budget  Committee  by  the  Australian  Ballot 
System  instead  of  being  appointed  by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  its  vote 
under  Article  13  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1968  and  to  return 
to  the  operation  of  its  Water  Department  and  its  revenues  the  same 
as  it  was  operated  before  said  vote  of  1968. 

ARTICLE  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
ordinance  relative  to  the  prohibition  of  the  riding  of  bicycles: 

(a)  Whereas  the  safety  of  the  general  public,  the  riders  of 
bicycles,  pedestrians  and  operators  of  motor  vehicles  requires  that 
the  riding  of  bicycles  be  prohibited  in  the  congested  portion  of  the 
Town  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  ride  a  bicycle  on  Main 
Street,  or  upon  the  abutting  sidewalks,  between  its  intersections  with 
Elm  Street  and  Pearl  Street.  Nothing  herein  shall  prohibit  any  person 
from  walking  with  his  bicycle  on  the  sidewalks  within  said  area. 

(b)  Any  person  who  shall  violate  this  ordinance  shall  be  subject 
to  a  fine  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  Ten  Dollars  ($10.00). 

ARTICLE  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
ordinance  respecting  the  restraining  of  dogs: 

(a)  Any  dog  or  dogs  owned  or  kept  in  the  Town  of  Newport 


shall  at  all  times  when  within  the  limits  of  said  Town  and  not  upon 
or  within  the  premises  or  property  of  its  owner  or  keeper  be  restrained 
from  running  at  large. 

(b)  Any  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  found  in  violation  of  this  by-law 
shall  for  each  violation  thereof  forfeit  ten  dollars  to  the  Town  and 
said  penalty  may  be  recovered  on  complaint  before  the  Newport 
District  Court. 

ARTICLE  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  ratify  the  action 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  pursuant  to  the  authority  given  by  the 
Town  under  Article  10  of  the  1969  warrant  at  the  1969  annual  meeting 
whereby  10.67  acres  of  land  was  sold  and  conveyed  to  Pine  Tree  Cast- 
ings Corporation  of  Newport,  New  Hampshire,  for  a  total  sales  price 
of  $15,500.00. 

ARTICLE  18.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally 
com.e  before  said  meeting.  (Polls  shall  be  open  for  the  reception  of 
ballots  at  9:30  A.M.  and  shall  not  be  closed  earlier  than  7:00  P.M.)

Thanks  to  the  citizens  of  Newport,  we  now  enjoy  our  new  jail 
facilities,  which  greatly  enhance  our  work. 

All  members  of  the  department  profited  by  attending  schools 
and  seminars  in  law  enforcement. 

The  department  has  attained  much  needed  crime  detection  equip- 
ment, which  has  been  put  to  test  with  excellent  results. 

In  spite  of  increased  demands,  new  responsibilities,  and  many 
new  obstacles  that  have  confronted  us  in  the  past,  we  of  the  Newport 
Police  Department  pledge  to  the  citizens  of  Newport  a  greater  service 
in  1970. 

Our  sincere  thanks  to  the  New  Hampshire  State  Police,  the  Sul- 
livan County  Sheriff's  Department,  the  Claremont  Police  Department 
and  local  Police  Departments  for  their  splendid  cooperation  and  as- 
sistance during  the  past  year.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


Citizens  of  Newport, 

The  area  in  which  your  fire  department  was  most  costly  in  1969, 
an  area  in  which  hidden  costs  are  not  reflected,  and  in  which  no  value 
is  received,  was  in  FALSE  ALARMS.  Seven  of  the  14  bell  alarms 
were  false.  Thanks  to  alert  policemen,  three  persons  were  arrested, 
but  this  is  a  responsibility  of  all  citizens.  I  urge  you  to  be  alert  and 
to  educate  everyone,  especially  children,  about  the  costs  and  also  the 
dangers  of  false  alarms. 

Despite  a  total  of  107  calls,  an  increase  of  five  as  compared  to 
1968,  fire  loss  was  low.  The  four  most  serious  fires  were  the  Amoco 
Service  Station,  Sunapee  Street,  January  15th,  the  Hoy  house.  East 
Mountain  Road,  February  22nd,  R  &  L  Auto  Parts  gas  fire.  Shopping 
Center,  August  26th  and  Rogers'  garage.  Beech  Street,  November  22nd. 

The  most  important  improvement,  and  one  most  appreciated,  was 
the  addition  to  the  fire  station,  which  you  approved  at  Town  Meeting. 
It  provided  most  needed  space  and  averted  what  might  have  been  a 
costly  disaster,  collapse  of  the  main  floor  from  weight  of  equipment. 

The  training  program,  under  the  direction  of  Captain  Arthur 
Gokas,  was  intensified,  and  the  dispatch  of  the  ambulance  by  fire  per- 
sonnel was  very  satisfactory.  For  the  first  time  in  several  months,  the 
roster  of  42  men  is  complete,  and  the  department  has  two  substitutes. 

Again  may  I  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  officials  and 
all  departments  and  all  citizens  for  cooperation  in  keeping  our  fire 
loss  low.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


The  year  1969  was  marked  by  two  unusual  situations  caused  by 
the  weather,  which  resulted  in  a  tremendous  amount  of  rehabilitation 
over  and  above  normal  maintenance  requirements.  The  winter  of  1969 
was  extremely  bad  from  the  standpoint  of  snow,  necessitating  large 
expenditures  for  snow  removal.  On  top  of  this  we  were  faced  with 
exceptional  flooding  situations  in  the  North  Newport  area  in  the 
spring  of  1969.  It  took  nearly  all  summer  to  put  the  North  Newport 
roads  back  into  shape  after  this  flooding.  Due  to  these  unusual  con- 
ditions 1969  did  not  see  any  major  construction  in  the  highway 
department. 

We  did  add  two  pieces  of  badly  needed  equipment  in  the 
department  as  follows: 

Grader 

Four-wheel  drive  heavy  duty  truck 

Both  of  these  pieces  of  equipment  are  invaluable  in  the  depart- 
ment. 

We  were  unable  to  do  much  sealing  of  roadways,  because  of 
the  emergency  conditions  mentioned  above,  but  it  is  hoped  that  in 
1970  we  will  be  able  to  pick  this  up  again.

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WATER  AND   SEWER  DEPARTMENT 


WATER 


The  water  improvement  project  which  was  finished  in  1968  has 
continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  in  every  respect  in  1969.  We  were 
able  to  begin  water  meter  installations  in  1969,  and  this  part  of  the 
project  will  be  completed  as  rapidly  as  possible.  The  installations  are 
being  made  with  town  crews  for  economy  reasons. 

The  State  Tax  Commission  has  ruled  that  the  water  department 
figures  must  be  included  as  a  part  of  the  regular  town  budget,  and 
this  is  being  compiled  within  the  1970  budget.

SEWER 

Final  plans  and  specifications  have  been  completed  on  the  overall 
sewer  improvement  project,  which  has  been  in  the  planning  stage  for 
the  last  nine  years.  During  this  time  the  matching  funds  available 
through  federal  and  state  sources  have  increased  from  a  total  of  60% 
to  a  total  of  90%,  leaving  the  remaining  balance  of  10%  as  Newport's 
share  of  the  cost.     A  new  situation  has  developed  during  the  past 
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year,  necessitating  a  change  in  the  method  of  financing  this  project. 
This  is  now  possible  due  to  a  new  pre-financing  law  passed  by  the 
State  Legislature  in  1969. 

In  effect  what  we  are  now  being  required  to  do  by  the  state  and 
federal  government  is  to  pre-finance  their  share  of  the  project  less  a 
$400,000  grant  from  the  federal  government,  and  we  will  receive  re- 
payment of  the  state  and  federal  share  during  the  twenty-year  life- 
time of  the  bond  issue  to  cover  complete  principal  and  interest  costs. 

In  order  to  pre-finance  as  mentioned  above,  there  will  appear  on 
the  ballot  this  year  at  Town  Meeting  a  request  to  authorize  the  sale 
of  an  additional  $915,000  in  sewer  bonds.  This  must  be  passed  by  a 
two-thirds  majority  and  it  is  sincerely  hoped  that  the  voters  will 
continue  to  give  their  approval.

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DEPARTMENT   OF   RECREATION 


Activities  for  all  ages  has  been  the  aim  for  1969.  Programs  for 
men  and  women  as  well  as  for  boys  and  girls  were  instituted  during 
the  year.  Activities  inside  the  Center  ranged  from  baton  twirling, 
cheering,  and  basketball  for  girls,  to  basketball,  floor-hockey,  and 
wrestling  for  boys  of  all  ages.  Also  included  for  people  of  all  ages 
were  judo,  volleyball,  archery,  badminton,  basketball,  and  games  of  a 
less  physical  nature. 

Throughout  the  year,  the  Community  Center  was  a  meeting  place 
for  many  of  the  civic  organizations  in  town.  Many  of  the  organiza- 
tions such  as  the  Golden  Agers,  Girl  Scout  Troops,  Women's  Clubs, 
Jaycees,  and  others  meet  on  a  regular  weekly  or  monthly  basis. 

The  Recreation  Department's  Summer  Playground  directed  by 
David  Robator  and  Maria  TaruUo  proved  to  be  a  successful  season. 
The  highlight  of  the  playground  session  was  the  emergence  of  New- 
port as  the  winner  of  the  Southwestern  N.  H.  track  and  field  meet 
which  included  more  than  500  children  competing  from  communities 
in  both  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont. 

Following  a  change  over  from  summer  to  winter  activities  the 
Center  reopened  on  a  full-time  basis  in  October.  Girls  in  large  num- 
bers turned  out  for  Baton  Twirling  lessons.  A  change  was  made  in 
the  boys'  basketball  program  with  an  increase  in  the  number  of  games 
played  and  the  lowering  of  the  baskets  to  eight  feet  to  accommodate 
the  abilities  of  the  Biddy  and  Midget  players.  A  new  program  this 
year  was  the  formation  of  a  girls'  basketball  league.  A  great  deal  of 
enthusiasm  has  been  shown  by  the  65  girls  who  signed  up  to  partici- 
pate. 

The  Department's  Teen  Council  has  been  very  active  promoting 
dances  which  are  well  attended  by  the  area  students. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  many  volunteers  who  have  contributed 
greatly  to  making  the  various  programs  a  success.  Without  their 
enthusiasm  many  of  the  activities  would  not  be  possible.

The  Newport  Area  Home  Health  Agency,  a  non-profit  voluntary 
agency  serving  the  following  towns:  Newport,  Croydon,  Grantham, 
Goshen,  Lempster,  Newbury,  Unity  and  Washington,  makes  a  real 
contribution  to  the  community  health  of  area  citizens  through  skilled 
nursing  care,  health  guidance,  and  consultations  with  hospitals,  physi- 
cians and  other  agencies. 

The  agency  is  supported  through  grants  from  the  New  Hampshire 
Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare,  from  appropriations 
from  the  participating  towns,  fees  from  patients,  and  payments  through 
Medicare  and  Medicaid  programs. 

Treatment  for  patients  is  authorized  by  patients'  attending  physi- 
cians and  care  is  given  by  a  registered  nurse,  trained  in  Public  Health 
Nursing,  and  includes  physical  therapy  by  a  registered  physio-therapist 
under  the  direction  of  a  physician. 

The  agency  has  met  all  requirements  of  the  Medicare  and  Medic- 
aid programs  and  is  an  accredited  agency.

1969  was  undoubtedly  the  busiest  year  in  the  history  of  our  hospi- 
tal.

I  feel  it  imperative  to  note  that  although  more  patients  were  ad- 
mitted in  1969,  the  corresponding  patient  days  (length  of  time  spent 
in  the  hospital)  was  noticeably  reduced.  This  is  indicative  in  a  large 
part  to  the  high  quality  of  medical  care  rendered  our  patients. 

Due  to  our  rapidly  increasing  patient  load  we,  as  many  other 
hospitals,  faced  the  obvious  problem  of  space.  We  are  presently  con- 
cluding a  massive  consolidation  effort  which  we  feel  will  afford  us  the 
best  possible  utilization  of  all  departments  within  our  present  struc- 
ture. Yet,  despite  the  expenses  involved  in  this  consolidation  project, 
the  soaring  cost  of  medical  equipment  and  the  need  to  maintain  a 
competitive  salary  scale,  the  Board  of  Trustees  did  not  find  it  neces- 
sary to  raise  the  service  rates  for  the  fiscal  year  1970.  Although  un- 
foreseen circumstances  could  possibly  force  a  rate  increase  we  are 
making  every  attempt  to  keep  our  rates  to  an  absolute  minimum. 

Thanks  are  due  many  people  for  enabling  the  Newport  Hospital 
to  become  the  high  caliber  health  care  center  it  is  today.  Not  least 
of  these  are  the  many  people  who  are  closely  associated  with  the 
hospital  and  who  have  given  of  their  time  and  efforts  so  unselfishly. 
Among  these  are  the  Trustees,  physicians,  hospital  personnel  and 
members  of  the  Hospital  Aid.  Without  the  dedication  of  these  indi- 
viduals and  the  ever  increasing  support  of,  and  confidence  in  the 
Newport  Hospital  demonstrated  by  the  public,  our  goals  would  have 
little  meaning  or  hopes  of  realization.

CIVIL  DEFENSE 


The  local  Civil  Defense  was  somewhat  more  active  than  usual 
during  the  past  year  in  matters  of  the  natural  disaster  category. 

During  the  high  water  threats  of  the  past  year,  contact  was  made 
with  the  State  office  for  assistance  in  planning  and  controlling  the 
water.  The  officials  from  State  came  to  town  and  also  had  the  Army 
Corps  of  Engineers  check  out  some  of  the  spots  which  seemed  likely 
to  give  trouble.    Plans  were  made  to  handle  the  situation. 

The  local  Civil  Defense  Police  Pistol  Range  saw  much  action  this 
year,  including  the  9th  Annual  State  Civil  Defense  Pistol  competitions, 
the  Sullivan  County  Law  Enforcement  Officers  matches,  and  many 
hours  of  practice  by  both  the  regular  and  Special  Police  of  Newport. 

Surplus  equipment  was  secured  for  the  various  departments,  in- 
cluding an  International  six-passenger  pickup  truck  for  the  Water  De- 
partment, a  small  car  for  the  Police  Department,  which  is  used  for 
many  different  things,  furniture  and  blankets  for  the  Ambulance  Ser- 
vice, and  tools  for  the  Highway  Department. 

The  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  were  in  town  to  survey  the  possi- 
bilities of  securing  more  shelter  space,  and  spent  a  week  making  this 
canvass  of  the  potential  spots.  Several  were  found  and  will  be  ap- 
proached to  license  and  stock  these  spots  as  shelters. 

A  local  survey  was  made  during  the  water  threat  whereby  a  patrol 
was  maintained  of  the  rivers  and  possible  homes  for  evacuation.  Help 
was  volunteered  by  the  Jaycees  for  this  project,  and  was  much 
appreciated. 

The  standard  alarm  tests  were  made  and  all  were  completed 
satisfactorily.

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NEWPORT  AMBULANCE 


The  Newport  Ambulance  Service  has  been  operating  since  July 
1968,  and  has  established  itself  as  a  reliable  and  capable  service. 

Since  its  beginning  there  have  been  over  400  calls  answered,  which 
included  almost  every  possible  type  of  case  on  the  books.  Many  times 
the  members  were  working  under  great  handicaps,  because  of  lack  of 
equipment.  As  these  items  were  discovered,  they  were  secured  and 
added  to  the  vehicles.  It  has  become  again  and  again  impressed  upon 
the  attendants  that  a  multi-passenger  vehicle  was  needed.  Many  cases 
necessitated  the  carrying  of  several  patients  at  the  same  time.  After 
much  insistence  by  the  crew,  a  vehicle  was  finally  secured,  and  the 
old  Caddy  was  turned  in  for  a  $1,000  allowance.  (This  was  a  Civil 
Defense  vehicle.)  The  present  emergency  vehicle  is  just  about  as 
modern  as  is  possible  to  secure,  and  will  carry  four  patients,  if  neces- 
sary. The  Buick  is  used  for  transfers  and  for  backup  work,  if  the 
emergency  vehicle  is  busy. 

The  coverage  is  24  hours  a  day,  seven  days  a  week.  A  schedule 
is  made  up  by  the  Director  each  week,  and  each  attendant  is  on  call 
for  the  time  he  is  listed.  He  is  tied  up  and  must  be  at  a  phone  all 
during  these  hours.  He  makes  his  calls  and  readies  the  vehicle  for 
the  next  call.  For  his  services  he  is  paid  the  sum  of  20  cents  an  hour 
while  he  is  on  duty. 

The  geographical  coverage  of  the  service  is  not  limited,  although 
a  larger  fee  is  charged  for  a  longer  trip.  The  calls  have  extended  to 
Goshen,  East  Lempster,  Lempster,  Sunapee,  Mt.  Sunapee,  Newbury, 
New  London,  Claremont,  Croydon,  Grantham,  White  River  Jet.,  Han- 
over, Concord,  Springfield,  Vt.,  and  Boston,  Mass. 

Many  cases  have  called  for  much  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the 
attendants,  and  they  have  always  come  through  with  flying  colors.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 


The  Planning  Board  met  12  times  during  the  last  year.  On  July 
12,  1969  it  adopted  by-laws  and  elected  officers  in  accordance  with 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  regulations.  Sam  Saggiotes  was  elected 
Chairman  and  George  A.  Dorr  Jr.,  Secretary.  In  accordance  with  the 
by-laws  adopted,  regular  meetings  are  held  at  the  Selectmen's  Office 
on  the  third  Monday  of  each  month.  Special  Meetings  are  held  when 
necessary.  There  were  four  petitions  processed  in  accordance  with 
the  Zoning  Regulations.  The  Board  held  two  Public  Hearings  regard- 
ing the  proposed  Subdivision  Regulations.  As  a  result  of  these  hear- 
ings many  of  the  changes  suggested  have  been  incorporated  into  the 
Subdivision  Regulations.

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BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 


Citizens  of  Newport: 

During  the  year  1969  the  Board  of  Adjustment  for  the  Town  of 
Newport,  New  Hampshire,  met  six  times  for  the  consideration  of  re- 
quests for  variances  and/or  special  exceptions  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance. 

Five  requests  for  variances  were  received  by  the  Board,  four  of 
which  were  granted,  as  we  felt  that  to  do  so  would  not  violate  the 
spirit  and  intent  of  the  Ordinance.  One  was  denied,  because  to  grant 
the  variance  would  exceed  in  all  respects  lot  size  and  area,  as  well  as 
lot  coverage,  to  an  extent  that  it  would  overcrowd  the  land  and  defeat 
the  purpose  of  the  Ordinance. 

There  were  three  requests  for  special  exceptions  to  the  Zoning 
Ordinance,  two  of  which  were  granted  with  the  sites  previously  ap- 
proved by  the  Planning  Board  of  the  Town  of  Newport.  The  third 
request  was  denied  because  it  did  not  qualify  in  all  respects  as  outlined 
in  the  Ordinance. 

During  the  year,  Mr.  Roland  Taylor  was  appointed  an  alternate 
delegate  in  the  hearing  of  Case  #52,  Mr.  Walter  Heath  was  appointed 
an  alternate  member  of  the  Board  to  appear  on  Cases  #53  and  #54, 
both  appointments  having  been  made  by  the  Town  Manager.

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AIRPORT

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NEWPORT  CHARTER  COMMITTEE 


The  Newport  Charter  Committee,  after  a  great  deal  of  research 
and  work  with  Attorney  Richard  Upton  of  Concord,  presented  to  the 
State  Legislature  a  recommended  Charter  for  the  Town  of  Newport. 
Considerable  confusion  existed  in  view  of  the  timing  of  this  action, 
and  some  of  the  voters  in  Newport  were  not  fully  aware  of  the  fact 
that  what  was  being  attempted  was  to  get  the  bill  passed  by  the  New 
Hampshire  Legislature,  so  that  the  voters  of  this  town  could  have  the 
opportunity  to  express  their  wishes  by  voting  on  the  matter  at  Town 
Meeting  in  1970. 

It  is  extremely  unfortunate  that  some  members  of  the  Newport 
delegation  took  it  upon  themselves  to  see  that  this  Charter  bill  was 
defeated  by  the  Legislature  in  Concord,  thereby  depriving  the  voters 
of  the  opportunity  to  express  their  wishes  on  this  very  important 
subject. 

This  matter  will  undoubtedly  be  brought  up  for  discussion  in  the 
near  future,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  members  of  the  Newport  delega- 
tion at  that  time  will  see  fit  to  support  a  bill  in  the  State  Legislature 
to  afford  the  voters  an  opportunity  to  vote  on  the  matter.

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LIBRARY  REPORT 


In  the  decade  of  change  —  the  1960's  —  the  role  of  the  Richards 
Library  in  our  town  changed  dramatically,  but  much  more  quietly 
than  other  aspects  of  our  society. 

In  1960,  our  library  was  approaching  the  limits  of  its  ability  to 
survive  in  the  60-year  old  brick  building  on  the  site  of  what  is  now 
the  Citizens  National  Bank. 

In  1970,  ten  years  later,  we  are  in  a  new  library  and  that  is  now 
seven  years  old  and  trustees  have  felt  the  need  to  start  planning  for 
the  changes  apparent  for  the  library  in  this  decade. 

We  circulate  more  than  a  third  more  books  than  we  did  in  1960. 
This  year  it  was  necessary  to  add  more  book  storage  space  and  this 
was  made  possible  through  a  gift  from  the  Friends  of  the  Library. 
They  also  helped  buy  another  storage  rack  for  records.  We  now  have 
several  hundred  records  for  circulation. 

Trustees  are  exploring  the  possibility  of  further  development  of 
the  Library  Arts  Center  and  the  use  of  the  space  offered  by  the 
Rollins'  house,  both  on  the  second  floor  and  in  the  basement.  There 
is  a  felt  need  to  add  to  the  book  stack  area,  to  develop  a  meeting  room 
for  small  groups  and  trustees,  to  provide  for  library  services  dealing 
with  sound  (records  and  tapes),  to  provide  for  proper  display 
and  use  of  historic  material  related  to  Newport,  and  increased  youth 
room  space. 

To  help  in  shaping  this  direction,  the  present  trustees  have  or- 
ganized former  trustees  of  the  library  into  a  group  of  "Former 
Trustees"  to  act  as  a  reserve  of  knowledge  and  talent  to  find  these 
directions.  The  group's  goal  is  to  meet  at  least  twice  annually  and 
more  frequently  as  they  work  on  specific  projects.  The  Friends  of 
the  Library  continue  to  be  a  strong  source  of  support.  The  concept 
of  Junior  Trustees  composed  of  high  school  students  is  approaching 
a  new  high  of  activity  in  their  brief  seven-year  history.  The  proposal 
to  extend  the  hours  of  library  service  this  year  is  largely  an  answer 
to  the  expressed  needs  by  students  for  extended  library  hours  in  the 
evenings.  We  now  close  at  8  p.m.  and  are  considering  remaining 
open  one  more  hour. 

The  trustees  have  begun  a  long-range  study  of  their  finances, 
their  physical  facility,  their  role  as  a  library  in  a  rural-industrial 
community. 

The  operation  of  the  Library  Arts  Center  as  a  privately  supported 
(financially)  function  of  the  public  library  has  been  the  most  dramatic 
change  in  the  last  decade.  This  facility  has  extended  the  image  of  the 
library,  and  its  real  nature  too,  from  that  place  where  many  books 
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are  stored  and  few  are  circulated  to  what  now  is  the  beginning  of  a 
learning  resource  center. 

The  Center  lives  in  the  converted  carriage  house  behind  the 
library  building.  It  was  the  site  of  10  major  exhibitions  in  1969  and 
more  than  48  other  different  meetings  and  programs. 

Within  the  library,  we  noticed  this  year  that  the  pattern  of  book 
circulation  is  changing.  Adults  are  using  the  library  more  for  non- 
fiction  reading.  School  circulation  dropped  slightly,  but  we  now  serve 
as  the  school  library  for  students  in  the  Towle  Elementary  School. 
Young  persons  are  buying  more  paperback  books  and  relieving  the 
strain  on  resource  materials  both  in  the  public  library  and  their  school 
library.  The  high  school  librarian  and  our  public  librarian  have  made 
the  first  steps  toward  contacting  each  other  to  avoid  duplication  of 
effort  and  to  provide  an  improved  community  library  service  for  a 
minimum  of  dollars. 

Statistically  speaking,  adult  circulation  alone  is  about  at  the  level 
of  the  entire  library  circulation  here  a  decade  ago.  Adults  borrowed 
961  books  in  1969  for  a  total  of  29,169.  Our  juvenile  circulation 
dropped  1730  (pre-school  to  Grade  6).  This  loss  was  offset  by  gains 
in  circulation  of  non-fiction,  periodicals,  records  and  pictures  in  the 
older  age  groups.  Our  net  circulation  loss  in  1969  was  769. 

Our  total  circulation  of  library  materials  was  40,976.  There  are 
16,827  books  in  the  library.  We  added  978  books  in  1969  and  there  are 
2,835  library  card  holders,  all  who  received  new  library  cards  when 
they  visited  the  library  within  the  last  three  years.  The  students  in 
the  Towle  Elementary  School  borrowed  a  total  of  6,816  books  in  1969. 

Some  of  the  specific  areas  of  library  circulation  are  as  follows: 
fiction,  11,192;  non-fiction,  11,487;  periodicals,  5,636;  records,  830; 
pictures,  24;  juvenile  books  for  those  up  to  the  sixth  grade  level, 
11,807,  and  librarians  answered  1,529  reference  questions. 

In  activity  at  the  Library  Arts  Center,  one  form  of  circulation, 
there  were  the  10  exhibitions  which  ranged  from  rugs  to  wildlife  to 
photographs  by  Ansel  Adams.  There  was  a  series  of  classes  given  in 
creative  dramatics  and  in  basic  drawing.  The  meeting  room  was  the 
site  of  such  wide-ranging  activities  as  film  programs,  defensive  driving 
lectures,  recitals,  first  aid  courses,  meetings  of  the  Hospital  Aid,  the 
Beautification  Committee,  the  Lake  Sunapee  Board  of  Trade  and  a 
host  of  similar  local  organizations. 

By  internal  vote  of  the  board  of  trustees,  no  board  member  may 
serve  more  than  six  years  without  leaving  the  board  for  at  least 
one  year.  Trustees  leaving  the  board  in  1969  included  Edward 
DeCourcy  and  Gordon  Flint  and  Harry  Spanos  joined  the  board  in 
1969. 

The   work  of  the   local  library  extended   beyond  Newport  with 
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three  trustees  serving  state  library  interests:  Mrs.  Warren  Franz 
served  on  the  southwestern  district  library  council,  Mrs.  Raymond 
Holden  is  vice-chairman  of  the  State  Library  Commission  and  Louis 
Thompson  is  president  of  the  N.  H.  Library  Trustees  Association.  The 
two  state  officers  have  been  active  in  establishing  a  N.  H.  Library 
Council  to  provide  a  point  of  contact  and  cooperation  for  all  library 
interest  groups.

Gentlemen: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examination  and  audit  of 
the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Newport  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  Decem- 
ber 31,  1968,  which  was  made  by  this  Division  in  accordance  with  the 
Vote  of  the  Town.  Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of 
the  report. 

One  of  the  enclosed  audits  must  be  given  the  Town  Clerk  as  part 
of  the  permanent  records. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and 
records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Town 
Clerk,  Water  and  Sewer  Departments,  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds,  District 
Court  and  the  Water  Department  Construction  Account. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets:  December  31,  1967  ■  December  31,  1968: 

(Exhibit  A-1) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1967  and  Decem- 
ber 31,  1968,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated  therein,  the 
Net  Debt  increased  by  $532,994.62  in  1968. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:  (Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  during  the  year 
is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with  the  factors  which  caused  the  change  indi- 
cated therein. 

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures  —  Esti- 
mated and  Actual  Revenues:  (Exhibits  A-3  &  A-4) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures,  esti- 
mated and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31, 
1968,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  bud- 
get summary  (Exhibit  A-4),  a  revenue  surplus  of  $30,400.06,  less  a  net 
overdraft  of  appropriations  of  $24,557.35,  resulted  in  a  net  budget 
surplus  of  $5,842.71. 
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Summary  Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  B-1) 

A  summary  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1968,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uni- 
form classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  B-1.  Proof  of 
the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of  December  31,  1968,  is  indicated  in 
Exhibit  B-2. 

District  Court:  (Exhibit  E) 

A  statement  of  the  accounts  of  the  District  Court  for  the  fiscal 
year  is  included  in  Exhibit  E. 

Water  and  Sewer  Departments  Accounts  Receivable:  (Exhibit  F) 

A  summary  statement  of  the  Water  and  Sewer  Departments  ac- 
counts receivable  is  included  in  Exhibit  F. 

Statement  of  Long  Term  Indebtedness:  (Exhibit  H) 

A  statement  of  outstanding  long  term  indebtedness  as  of  Decem- 
ber 31,  1968,  showing  annual  debt  service  requirements,  is  contained 
in  Exhibit  H. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the 
custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined  and 
audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with  support- 
ing invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record. 
Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by 
comparison  with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements  sub- 
mitted by  depository  banks.  Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was 
made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the 
Collector's  records.  Accounts  receivable  of  the  Water  and  Sewer  De- 
partments were  also  verified  by  sending  notices  to  persons  whose 
names  appeared  on  the  delinquent  lists.  The  amounts  of  uncollected 
and  unredeemed  taxes  and  Water  and  Sewer  Department  accounts  re- 
ceivable, as  indicated  in  this  report  are  therefore  subject  to  any  change 
which  may  be  necessitated  by  the  return  of  verification  notices. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Current  Surplus: 

The  current  surplus  (excess  of  total  assets  over  current  liabilities) 
increased  by  $3,205.38  from  $21,666.87  to  $24,872.25  in  1968,  as  shown 
herewith:

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Overdraft  of  Appropriations  and  Application  of  Municipal  Budget  Law: 

It  is  noted  that  there  was  a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  in  the 
amount  of  $24,557.35,  —  in  other  words,  total  expenditures  exceeded 
total  appropriations  by  this  amount  as  shown  herewith:

Included  in  the  net  overdraft  was  an  overdraft  of  $7,675.56  in  the 
Police  Department,  of  which  authority  was  granted  by  the  Tax  Com- 
mission on  May  22,  1968  to  exceed  by  only  $6,000.00. 

Also  included  in  the  net  overdraft  was  an  overdraft  of  $13,956.68 
in  the  "overlay"  assessment.  Abatements,  discounts  and  refunds  are 
charged  to  this  account.  As  the  amount  of  overlay  is  fixed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  rather  than  appropriated  by  the  Town  meeting, 
the  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  should  be  reduced  by  this  amount 
together  with  the  $6,000.00  in  order  to  arrive  at  the  net  unapproved 
overdraft  of  budgetary  appropriations,  as  indicated  herewith:

Our  records  indicate  that  no  further  authority  was  granted  by  the 
Tax  Commission  to  exceed  appropriations  other  than  the  $6,000.00  for 
the  Police  Department. 

Water  Department: 

It  was  voted  at  the  March  12,  1968  Town  meeting  under  Article  13 
"That  the  Town  establish  a  bookkeeping  system  for  the  Water  Depart- 
ment separate  and  distinct  from  the  general  books  of  the  Town." 

Our  audit  revealed  that  this  Article  as  voted  was  not  implemented 
by  the  Town  during  the  course  of  the  year. 

Water  Department  Construction  Account: 

It  was  noted  during  the  course  of  our  audit  that  an  interest  pay- 
ment of  $11,550.00  which  was  due  September  1,  1968  on  Bond  Issue 
in  the  amount  of  $550,000.00  covering  Water  Improvements  was  paid 
from  the  Water  Construction  Account. 
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This  is  contrary  to  R.S.A.  33:2  covering  "Repayment  of  Loans"  of 
which  we  quote  in  part  as  follows: 

"The  amount  of  each  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  all 
loans  shall  without  vote  of  the  municipality,  be  annually  as- 
sessed and  collected." 

Therefore,  according  to  Article  8-E  which  was  approved  at  the 
Town  meeting  of  March  8,  1966  which  states  in  part,  that  the  annual 
payments  of  principal  and  interest  on  said  bonds  shall,  to  the  extent 
that  funds  are  available  therefore,  be  paid  from  Water  Department 
receipts,  we  have  earmarked  $11,550.00  of  the  unexpended  balance  of 
Water  Department  funds  appearing  on  Schedule  A-3  (General  Funds) 
as  due  the  Water  Construction  Account. 

Change  Fund: 

A  change  fund  should  be  established  for  the  Town  Clerk  in  order 
that  collections  may  be  remitted  in  total  instead  of  a  portion  being 
withheld  for  the  purpose  of  making  change. 

Treasurer: 

Attention  is  called  to  R.S.A.  41:29,  which  provides  in  part  as 
follows: 

41:29  The  Town  Treasurer  shall  keep  in  suitable  books  pro- 
vided for  the  purpose  a  fair  and  correct  account  of  all  sums 
received  into  and  paid  from  the  Town  Treasury. 

Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955,  require  that 
this  report  or  the  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter 
of  transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the 
Town. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of  Newport  for 
their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Newport: 

Your  attention  is  called  to  several  Special  Articles  appearing  in 
the  School  Warrant. 

ENLARGED  SCHOOL  BOARD  (from  three  to  five  members)  .  .  . 

With  our  present  size  (over  1,500  students  and  a  budget  in  excess 
of  $1,000,000)  consideration  should  be  given  to  a  larger  School 
Board  to  share  in  the  responsibility  of  planning  for  and  operating 
this  school  system. 

KINDERGARTEN  .   .  . 

Last  fall,  the  School  Board  was  requested  to  make  a  study  on  the 
subject  of  operating  kindergarten  classes  within  the  school  sys- 
tem. The  study  is  included  in  this  Annual  Report  for  your  review. 
Kindergarten  —  while  recommended  educationally  —  is  not 
presently  required  by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

In  September  1969,  33  out  of  the  181  School  Districts  in  New 
Hampshire  operated  public  kindergartens.  This  involved  5,193 
students  out  of  a  total  of  152,188  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State. 

ATHLETIC  FACILITIES  .  .  . 

When  the  High  School  Addition  was  added  in  1965  to  the  Junior 
High  plant  constructed  in  1955,  sufficient  funds  were  not  in- 
cluded to  provide  adequate  playing  fields  and  locker-shower 
facilities. 

In  order  to  meet  State  School  Building  requirements  (and  receive 
40%  payment  on  bonds)  it  was  necessary  to  acquire  more  land 
(26  acres  in  addition  to  the  original  10).  Additional  acreage  was 
required  in  order  to  provide  space  for  adequate  fields,  parking, 
etc.  for  this  school  plant  —  designed  for  800  students. 

Approximately  $20,000  remains  from  the  original  bond  issue  which 
can  be  applied  toward  an  estimated  cost  of  $200,000  as  recom- 
mended by  an  Athletic  Facilities  Study  Committee  appointed  by 
the  School  Board.  40%  of  the  cost  of  any  bonds  authorized  would 
be  reimbursed  by  the  State  School  Building  Fund.  Consequently, 
the  local  cost  would  be  reduced  from  $180,000  to  $108,000,  plus 
the  interest  charges. 

These  facilities  are  needed  for  both  school  and  community  use. 
When  they  can  best  be  financed  is  the  major  question  —  now  or 
later?  May  I  suggest  that  we  waited  and  did  not  ask  for  these 
funds  five  years   ago  when  the  High  School  Addition  was  ap- 
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proved.  In  the  five  years  costs  have  increased  drastically.  Further- 
more, both  school  and  community  have  not  had  use  of  such 
facilities  during  this  five  year  period  (1965-70).  If  we  wait  until 
1975,  will  the  same  situation  prevail  —  much  higher  costs  and 
another  five  years  without  the  use  of  adequate  athletic  and  rec- 
reational facilities? 

SUMMER  DRIVER  EDUCATION  COURSE  .  .  . 

Nearly  fifty  students  were  unable  to  take  the  course  in  Driver 
Education  this  semester.  Presently,  three  in-school  sections  and 
one  after-school  section  are  conducted.  To  ease  this  backlog  which 
has  been  building  up  for  several  years,  a  summer  course  could  be 
offered  at  minimum  expense  since  the  State  reimburses  at  the 
rate  of  $20  per  student.  Presently,  students  cannot  obtain  a 
license  until  age  18  unless  they  have  satisfactorily  completed  a 
course  in  Driver  Education.

Dear  Mr.  Flint: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  annual  report  to  you  as  principal  of 
Newport  High  School. 

Two  new  courses  are  being  offered  this  year: 

1.  Intermediate  Science  Curriculum  Study  for  grade  seven  is  an 
all-laboratory  approach  to  science  with  emphasis  on  self  dis- 
covery. The  youngsters  work  at  their  own  rate  and  test  them- 
selves. The  course  is  geared  to  physics;  it  involves  energy, 
work  and  electricity  and  their  measurement  on  the  metric 
system. 

2.  Reading  Seminar,  a  half-year  course,  is  designed  to  allow  college 
bound  seniors  to  read  and  discuss  significant  literature  with 
concentration  on  books  related  to  social  sciences.  Credit  is  of- 
fered but  no  grades  will  be  given. 

In  order  to  update  our  curriculum,  the  following  courses  should 
be  considered: 

1.  A  Health  Program  in  which  sex  education  and  drug  abuse  are 
emphasized 

2.  Reading  Improvement  for  all  who  need  it 

3.  A  Special  Class  for  students  who  can  not  compete  in  regular 
classes 

4.  Public  Speaking 

5.  A  new  language 

6.  Broader  Home  Economics  program  with  electives,  such  as 
Marriage  and  Family  Relations,  Child  Development,  Consumer 
Education,  etc. 

7.  Bio-chemistry 

8.  Asian  and  African  History 
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9.  More  Industrial  Arts  offerings  such  as  Mechanical  Drawing, 
Drafting,  Electricity-Electronics 

This  year  the  computer,  through  a  Dartmouth  tie-in,  is  being  used 
in  mathematics,  French  and  science  classes  at  Newport  High  School. 
Other  applications  are  being  considered.  As  of  this  date  many  students 
have  been  exposed  to  the  workings  of  the  computer. 

The  Academic  Standards  Committee  — :  composed  of  teachers  in 
all  subject  areas  —  is  looking  into  ways  of  upgrading  curriculum  and 
are  focusing  attention  on  the  marking  and  grouping  of  students. 

The  Student  Council  has  made  arrangements  under  the  Inter- 
national Fellowship  Program  for  George  Fajardo  of  Guayaquil^  Ecua- 
dor, to  attend  school  here  during  February,  March  and  April,  which 
are  normally  his  vacation  months.  The  host  family  is  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Roland  Taylor  of  North  Main  Street. 

I  recommend  the  following: 

1.  A  Work-Study  Program  is  needed.  Under  one  phase  of  this 
program  potentially  dropouts  would  attend  school  in  the  morn- 
ing and  work  during  the  afternoon.  Another  phase  of  the 
Work-Study  Program  would  allow  vocational  students  to  as- 
sume outside  experience  related  to  their  vocational  courses  in 
school. 

2.  Development  of  athletic  facilities  at  Newport  High  School. 

3.  More  adult  education  should  be  made  available  for  the  citizens 
of  Newport.  Presently,  a  metalwork  course  is  taught  and  a 
course  is  available  for  adults  who  have  no  high  school  diploma 
and  are  studying  for  their  high  school  equivalency. 

Possible  areas  where  courses  could  be  available  if  adult  interest 
were  shown  are  computers,  business  machines,  shops,  home  economics 
and  others. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Newport  for  their  con- 
tinued support  of  the  schools.

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  twelfth  annual  report  as  principal  of 
Newport's  Elementary  Schools,  grades  one  through  six  and  the  Special 
Class. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  information  that  would  be 
important  for  parents  and  citizens  to  know. 

1.  Homogeneous  grouping  (pupils  working  with  others  on  a 
similar  level  of  achievement)  has  continued  in  the  3rd,  4th,  5th,  and 
6th  grades  primarily  in  Reading  and  Mathematics.  Home  rooms  are 
grouped  heterogeneously  (pupils  working  with  others  on  a  different 
level  of  achievement). 

2.  Educational  television  in  Science  (Grades  3,  5),  Literature 
(Grade  4,  Special  Class),  Music  (Grade  1)  and  Social  Studies  (Grade  6) 
has  continued  as  an  aid  to  teaching. 

3.  Federal  funds  from  Title  I  and  Title  II  were  used  in 
projects  for  the  "educationally  deprived"  students. 

4.  Towle  Elementary  School  has  continued  to  participate  in  the 
annual  Union-Leader  New  Hampshire  State  Spelling  Bee. 

5.  New  books  are  continually  being  added  to  the  Richards 
School  Library  and  to  the  Richards  Free  Library  which  is  being  used 
by  the  Towle  Elementary  School  pupils  as  their  central  library.  Again, 
I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  parents  and  friends  who 
are  volunteering  their  time  supervising  both  libraries. 

6.  Curriculum  revision  studies  in  mathematics  have  been  com- 
pleted and  in  the  area  of  social  studies  the  study  is  continuing. 

7.  The  old  coal-burning  furnace  at  Richards  School  has  been 
replaced  by  a  new  oil  fired  heating  unit. 

8.  Requests  for  referral  to  Child  Guidance  Clinics  can  be  made 
at  any  time  by  parents  and  teachers.  Some  of  the  Agencies  which 
have  been  helpful  to  us  include 

1.  Sullivan  County  Mental  Health  Clinic,  Claremont,  N.  H. 

2.  Hitchcock  Clinic,  Hanover,  N.  H. 
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3.  N.  H.  Child  Guidance  Clinic,  Concord,  N.  H. 

9.  Fire  drills  were  held  at  least  once  a  month  and  twice  a  month 
during  warm  weather,  children  on  the  second  floor  of  the  old  Richards 
building  have  used  the  fire  escape  during  fire  drills. 

10.  In  order  to  retain  our  best  teachers  and  attract  other  well- 
qualified  teachers  to  Newport,  we  must  continue  to  have  a  competitive 
teacher  salary  schedule. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  those  connected  with  these  schools  and  the 
citizens  of  Newport  for  their  continued  fine  support  and  cooperation 
to  make  this  past  school  year  a  successful  one.  I  sincerely  urge  par- 
ents and  citizens  to  visit  their  schools  at  any  time  throughout  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  TEACHER  CONSULTANT 


TITLE  I  ESEA.  At  the  close  of  school  in  June  of  1969  approxi- 
mately 150  pupils  from  Newport,  Croydon,  Sunapee,  and  Goshen- 
Lempster  had  been  served  by  a  reading  improvement  project,  offered 
through  the  services  of  Teacher  Aides  and  special  reading  improve- 
ment Teachers.  Although  most  of  these  students  received  special 
attention  in  small  group  instruction  on  a  part-time  basis  of  one  to 
three  hours  weekly,  there  was  sufficient  evidence  to  show  at  least 
moderate  success  in  improved  reading  skills  and  greater  success  in 
pupil  attitude  toward  reading  as  well  as  in  their  own  "self-image" 
and  personal  confidence.  Such  were  the  major  goals  of  the  program. 

In  Newport,  some  120  pupils  from  grades  1  -  10  were  in  the 
program  and  received  direct  remedial  instruction  from  Mr.  Stephen 
Zemianek  (Grades  7  -  10),  Mrs.  Pauline  Stoddard  (Grades  2-6),  and 
Mrs.  Virginia  Wiggins  (Grades  1-3).  Serving  as  Teacher  Aides  were 
Mrs.  Maxine  Wiggins  (Grades  1  -  3),  Mrs.  Marlene  Kennedy  (Grades 
4-6),  and  Mrs.  Alda  Young  (Library  Aide,  Grade  7  -  10). 

While  the  program  proved  very  helpful  to  those  students  served, 
it  was  also  obvious  that  greater  success  could  be  realized  if  more 
concentration  of  effort  could  be  placed  on  fewer  students  and  at  the 
lower  grade  levels.  It  was  also  evident  from  State-wide  Title  I  project 
evaluations  that  future  projects,  in  order  to  receive  approval,  would 
need  to  show  that  concentration  of  effort.  Therefore,  as  the  1969-70 
school  year  began,  a  new  Title  I  program  went  into  effect  for  New- 
port and  became  a  cooperative  endeavor  with  Title  I,  ESEA  and 
EPDA   (Education  Profession  Development  Act). 

This  year's  program  provided  special  help  to  first  and  second 
grade  youngsters  on  a  full-time  basis  under  Mrs.  Edith  Fowle  and 
Mrs.  Maureen  Genzlinger  and  two  Teacher  Aides,  Mrs.  Maxine  Wiggins 
and  Mrs.  Irene  Pillsbury.  These  two  Teachers  and  Aide  teams  re- 
ceived concentrated  summer  training  at  the  Regional  Center  for  Edu- 
cational Training,  Hanover,  N.  H.,  in  July  and  August,  1969  to  pre- 
pare them  for  the  model  transitional  classrooms  now  in  operation. 

One  meeting  of  parents  and  teachers  of  these  model  classrooms 
has  been  held  to  review  the  program.  It  is  expected  that  other  meet- 
ings will  be  held  before  the  end  of  the  school  year. 

Although  the  new  Title  I  program  precluded  the  special  reading 
teacher  for  grades  3  -  6,  we  were  able  to  continue  the  services  of 
Mrs.  Marlene  Kennedy  as  Teacher  Aide,  working  under  the  direction 
of  the  Principal  and  regular  classroom  teachers,  particularly  in  read- 
ing improvement. 
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SOCIAL  STUDIES  CURRICULUM  REVISION.  By  the  opening  of 
school  in  September,  1969,  a  revision  study  for  all  elementary  grades 
was  in  operation.  Under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Delmar  Goodwin, 
Regional  Center  for  Educational  Training,  Title  III,  ESEA,  the  Social 
Studies  Program  was  coordinated  by  Mr.  Frank  Hammond,  Associate 
Director  of  the  project.  Weekly  concentrated  after-school  and  evening 
workshops  by  teachers  throughout  our  school  system  and  including 
teachers  from  Claremont,  Lebanon,  Hanover,  and  Windsor,  Vt.,  have 
been  held,  each  leading  toward  a  new  approach  and  new  topics  to  be 
included  at  all  elementary  grade  levels,  embracing  map  and  globe 
skills,  geography,  anthropology,  economics,  history,  government,  and 
sociology.  Considerable  use  has  been  made  of  specially  prepared 
museum  collections  for  classroom  displays.  These  rather  formal  exhibit 
boxes  contained  authentic  objects  with  accompanying  background  in- 
formation and  teaching  procedures,  thus  encouraging  learning  by 
utilizing  the  museum  environment. 

MATHEMATICS  IN  THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL.  Following  a 
series  of  committee  studies,  a  new  Math  series  has  been  adopted  for 
the  school  system  —  a  Houghton  Mifflin  program  of  Modern  School 
Mathematics.  This  program  reflects  the  recommendations  of  earlier 
study  groups  and  experimental  programs,  focusing  on  the  needs  of 
pupils  in  today's  schools. 

Sincere  appreciation  and  gratitude  is  expressed  to  all  who  have 
assisted  in  providing  the  best  education  for  Newport's  children.

Dear  Mr.  Flint: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  guidance  de- 
partment of  Newport  High  School. 

The  procedures  that  have  been  established  to  assist  in  placement 
of  our  graduates  and  information  services  for  all  students  are  effec- 
tive, and  we  work  to  increase  their  efficiency. 

Newport  should  be  proud  of  the  young  people  in  its  educational 
system.  Very  few  of  our  young  people  are  unable  to  find  their  way 
in  our  community.  The  school  staff  continues  to  work  to  improve  the 
school  programs  to  insure  avenues  of  achievement  for  all  our  students. 
It  is  our  hope  to  have  programs  that  will  allow  all  students  to  find 
their  way  in  the  world  of  work  along  with  a  degree  of  academic  suc- 
cess that  is  compatible  with  their  abilities  and  interests. 

During  the  calendar  year  1969  there  has  been  an  obvious  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  students  with  real  problems  of  home  and 
school  adjustment.  Problems  of  insecurity,  indecision  and  a  lack  of 
incentive  are  very  evident.  As  we  work  with  students  there  are  some 
general  considerations  that  may  be  appropriate  as  a  part  of  this  report. 

Students  are  most  frustrated  by  the  inequities  of  school  and 
home.  Minor  and  major  infractions  sometimes  receive  disproportionate 
reprimands.  Unrealistic  goals  set  by  parents  or  teachers  are  a  cause 
of  irritation.  Perhaps  one  of  the  most  common  difficulties  is  the  prac- 
tice of  comparing  one  youngster  with  a  brother  or  sister.  This  is  a 
damaging  process,  which  is  hardy  noticed  by  the  parent  or  teacher 
who  may  be  guilty  of  this  practice. 

Much  of  the  uncertainness  and  frustration  seems  to  be  with  stu- 
dents from  over-permissive  and  from  unduly  restrictive  home  environ- 
ments. The  restricted  student  feels  there  is  no  trust  and  consequently 
no  chance  to  demonstrate  a  sense  of  responsibility.  The  child  of  the 
over-permissive  family  feels  rejected  by  the  parents.  Our  students 
want  respect,  a  chance  to  be  a  responsible  individual,  and  trust  from 
the  parent.  They  want  reasonable  goals,  set  by  teachers  and  parents, 

in  line  with  their  abilities.  They  need  to  have  some  degree  of  success, 
and  they  really  want  it  to  be  positive.  If  they  do  not  have  a  chance 
for  positive  success,  they  sometimes  turn  toward  activities  which  are 
inappropriate  and  damaging. 
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In  our  work  with  students  we  try  to  listen  more  than  we  talk. 
We  try  not  to  judge  the  student  for  he  is  a  very  good  judge  of 
himself.  We  try  to  establish  a  climate  that  will  encourage  the  student 
to  make  sound  choices  of  his  own.  As  the  child's  own  parent,  this 
might  be  a  difficult  approach,  but  if  it  can  be  done  it  will  be  most 
rewarding.

THE   STATE   OF   NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  District,  in  the  Town  of  Newport, 
in  the  County  of  Sullivan,  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  qualified 
to  vote  in  District  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  District 
on  the  seventh  day  of  March  1970  at  9:30  a.m.  to  act  upon  the  Articles 
set  forth  in  this  Warrant.  Articles  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  and  7  of  the  Warrant 
covering  the  election  of  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Member  of  the 
School  Board,  and  Auditors,  and  voting  on  the  financing  of  improve- 
ments of  a  permanent  nature  to  the  athletic  facilities  at  Newport  High 
School,  will  be  acted  upon  at  10  o'clock  a.m.  and  voting  will  be  by 
official  ballot  and  check  lists,  and  the  polls  will  remain  open  for  this 
purpose  from  10  o'clock  a.m.  until  at  least  6  o'clock  p.m.  or  such  later 
time  as  the  voters  may  determine.  At  2  o'clock  p.m.  Articles  8  through 
15  will  be  acted  upon. 

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  provide  that  the 
vote  under  Article  7  of  this  Warrant  shall  be  taken  by  ballot  as  pro- 
vided in  Chapter  59  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  between  the 
hours  of  10  a.m.  and  6  p.m.  on  this  seventh  day  of  March  1970,  at  the 
Town  Hall. 

Article    2.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article    3.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article    4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  5.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  en- 
suing three  years. 

Article    6.  To  choose  two  Auditors  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  7.  Shall  the  District  appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding 
$180,000.00  and  raise  the  same  by  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes  of 
the  District  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  RSA  Chapter  33,  for 
the  purpose  of  financing  public  improvements  of  a  permanent  nature 
to  the  Newport  High  School  to  wit:  construction  of  athletic  fields, 
locker  rooms  and  other  athletic  facilities,  and  the  purchase  of  main- 
tenance equipment  of  a  lasting  character,  and  authorize  the  School 
Board,  in  the  name  of  the  District,  to  enter  into  contracts,  sign  nec- 
essary documents  and  instruments,  and  to  do  all  other  acts  and 
things  necessary  and  proper  to  carry  out  any  action  authorized  under 
this  Article. 

Article  8.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees, 
or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  School  Dis- 
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trict  Officials  and  Agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obliga- 
tions of  the  District,  and  to  authorize  an  application  against  said 
appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the 
state  equalization  fund,  and  other  state  sources,  together  with  other 
income;  the  School  Board  to  certify  to  the  Selectmen  the  balance 
between  the  revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be 
raised  by  taxes  by  the  Town.

If  action  on  Article  7  (Athletic  Facilities)  is  in  the 
affirmative,  to  see  if  the  District  will  raise  and  appropriate  $5,400.00 
to  cover  the  cost  of  the  first  half  year's  interest  payment  on  said 
project. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  increase  the  School 
Board  from  three  to  five  members  —  with  one  new  member  elected 
for  two  years  and  one  new  member  elected  for  three  years  —  the 
same  to  be  elected  at  the  next  Annual  School  Meeting.

NOVEMBER  1969 
(Based  on  an  estimated  enrollment  of  80  •  100  pupils.) 

A  pupil-teacher  ratio  of  20  to  1  or  less  is  recommended. 

The  minimum  length  of  each  session  is  2l^  hours. 

This   number  would   require   two   teachers  —   each   conducting 
morning  and  afternoon  sessions. 

HOUSING: 

There  are  presently  no  facilities  available  in  the  schools. 
Therefore,  rented  quarters  would  need  to  be  obtained.  Several 
church  facilities  appear  to  offer  the  best  space  possibilities.  (We 
have  been  informed  that  the  Community  Center  is  not  available 
for  such  a  program.) 

TRANSPORTATION: 

If  provided  at  District  expense,  this  would  be  a  relatively  expen- 
sive item  since  pupils  would  attend  either  a  morning  or  afternoon 
session  —  and  could  reside  on  any  of  the  ten  existing  bus  routes 
that  run  to  the  outlying  sections  of  the  Town. 

Although  it  is  not  mandatory  to  provide  the  transportation  for 
kindergarten  children,  the  problem  in  operating  a  public  kinder- 
garten without  transportation  is  that  the  children  who  most  need 
kindergarten  are  often  unable  to  attend.  These  children  are  the 
ones  who  live  in  remote  areas,  whose  families  do  not  have  a  car 
available  during  the  day,  or  whose  mothers  work. 

We  have  tried  to  arrive  at  a  reasonable  estimate  of  the  trans- 
portation cost  based  on  an  additional  60%  coverage  of  our  ten 
regular  bus  routes.  We  could  combine  some  of  the  present  routes 
but  due  to  the  time  factor,  near-capacity  loads  on  most  of  the 
present  regular  runs  together  with  the  need  to  transport  kinder- 
garten pupils  home  at  the  close  of  the  morning  session  and  also 
pick  up  those  attending  the  afternoon  session,  the  60%  esti- 
mate does  not  seem  excessive.
